Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-3; 6-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: regarding independent claims 1 , 2, None of the prior art of record disclose of 
the specific wherein the array speaker includes a delay circuit and a plurality of 
directional speakers arranged in and the characteristic correction control device sends a 
plurality of prescribed directivity control coefficients to the delay circuit , wherein the 
delay circuit changes delay times applied to the audio signal supplied to the directional 
speakers based on the directivity control coefficients to emit a plurality number of 
sounds each having a different focal position so that the plurality number of sounds 
reflect off of different areas of the wall surface or the sound reflection board and wherein 
the characteristic correction control device receives and stores measurement results 
based on the sounds picked up by the sound pickup device regarding characteristics of 
the plurality number of sounds in relation to the directivity control coefficients and 
wherein the characteristic correction control device selects one of the plurality of 
directivity control coefficients based on the stored measurement results to control the 
directivity of the speakers.
